DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2-2-09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. As to Applicant arguments that amended claims 1 and 17 are not 
anticipated by Purificato and Carter, either alone in combination, Examiner notes that 
engagement, as opposed to cooperation, of the rotary preventing members is purely 
manifested at an interface, and no attempt by Applicant to denote this engagement as 
that of an active and/or direct one (as desired from the Interview Summary of 1-23-09) 
has been claimed. In addition, FIGS. 5-6 of Purificato show rotatability (amendments in 
claim 1 and 17 are still functional limitations) with respect to the threaded connections 
detailed therein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 5-10, 12-14 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Purificato (US Patent 2,631,584). 

Purificato discloses a combination of a sleeve (1) having an opening through 
which a pin [First Interpretation 10 alone; Second Interpretation 10 and 22 
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together] is located; and an extraction device (rest of Figure 6); the extraction device 
comprising: an inner extraction member/rod [First Interpretation 18 and 22 together; 
Second Interpretation 18 alone]; an outer extraction member [First Interpretation 13, 
14 and 16 together] ; Second Interpretation 13 and 16 together] with a laterally 
directed handle (14) according to the first interpretation; an extraction handle [First 
Interpretation 19; Second Interpretation 19 and 14]; the outer extraction member is 
manually holdable; the inner extraction member is insertable within the outer extraction 
member; the outer and inner extraction members are provided with rotary preventing 
members (inner threads); the rotary preventing members are not circular, but rather 
helix/spiral or v-shaped; the outer extraction member has an extraction limit (end of 18); 
the inner member has inner threads (30) to interact with pin threads (32); the inner 
extraction member has a rear hole (26) and a front hole (32); the extreme front end of 
18 where it meets the knurled knob is tapered inward (relative to another portion, plus 
the extreme portion considered separate would not be a thread) and the extreme rear is 
tapered outward (relative to another portion, plus the extreme portion considered 
separate would not be a thread); and the extraction device consists of only the three 
members supported by the definition of member from The American Heritage® 
Dictionary of the English Language, Fourth Edition stating a member is: A structural 
unit, such as a beam or wall, meaning that multiple components/elements/members can 
be associated with one of the three discussed due to being a structural unit. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Purificato in view of Carter et al (US Patent Application Publication 2001/0056283). 

Purificato discloses all of the claimed limitations except for the inner member 
having lateral holes at the portion with the inner threads. Carter et al teach (Page 7, 
Paragraph 0135) that ports are provided for cleaning the internal portion of a device 
when an opening already exposed to biological material exists. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
further provide for lateral ports to facilitate cleaning and sterilization.
